Bennion (US 4,774,434) shows a lighted display including LED'S mounted on a 
flexible circuit having a flexible printed circuit board and a plurality of light emitting 
diodes mounted on the printed circuit board, but does not teach or suggest that the 
circuit board is arranged to provide conformably bendable lighting array.
